The week is a period of ‘seven days, and 
was not introduced into the Roman Calendar 
till after the reign of Theodosius. The Grecks 
did not have it. It seems probable that the 
Egyptians introduced it into their calendar, 
dedicating each part or day to one of their 
planets: Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, the Sun, Venus, 
Mercury and the Moon. According to Dio 
Cassius, the Egyptian week ‘Commenced with 
Saturday. The English names of the days are 
derived from the Saxons who substituted the 
names of their ‘own divinities for those of the 
gods of Cireece, 


Here is a table showing the correlation he- 
tween the English and Latin names. The Ro- 
mans, As you know, copied in this as in many 
other things, ‘from the Greeks, Who in. their 
turn had extensively borrowed and copied from 
the Easterners (Egyptians, Phoenicians, Per- 
sians, Babylonians, Medes) who were the first 
masters of civilization. 
Spanish, Portuguese and French names are 
practically the same. The same affinity or 
similarity exists among the English, German, 
Dutch, Flemish and Seandinavian names.

the Hebrew word Sabbath. The Chureh being 
anxious to draw her children as closely as 
possible to Christ, tried to discourage any 
practice savoring of paganism, and introduced 
new names, into her calendar, for the days of 
the week, which are still retained in her liturgy, 
parlance and usages. For several centuries the 
greater portion of Christendom adopted this 
innovation, but gradually fell back into the old 
practice, 


According to the Church Calendar, Sun- 
day is called Lord’s Day or first day of the 
week, Monday is called second day, and 806 on, 


_ with the exeeption of Saturday which retains 


the Hebrew form. Every day of the week, ac- 
cording to the wish and intention of our Holy 
Mother, is a preparation for the Lord’s Day, 
the day commemorating His resurrection from 
tka dead, which is the foundation stone of our 
religion. In the words of the Apostle Paul: 
“Tf Christ be not risen from the dead, our faith 
is vain and our preaching is vain.” Further- 
niore, in order to make the Christians forget 
the names of pagan nomenclature and their 
significance, the Church consecrates each day 
to some feast connected with the “New Dis- 
pensation.” Hence, Monday is given to the 
Holy Angels, that they may guard over us dur- 
ing the entire week; Thesday longs to the — 
Apostles to remind us of the sacrifices our faith 
has cost its propagators and defenders; Wed- 
nesday is devoted to St. Joseph, the {deal 
father and hushand; Thursday is consecrated 
to the Eucharistic God, because it was on that 
day that the Sacrament of Love was instituted ; 
Friday, on which the Savior died; commemor- 
ates different phases of the Passion, the thorns, 
nails, spear, scourges, Precious Blood, ete., ac- 
cording to the different seasons; Saturday is 
especially dedicated to Mary, Christ’s Virgin 
Mother. As co-Redemptress of tthe human 
race she is, of all creatures, the closest to God, 
and, after God, is entitled to tthe greaitest 
honor and veneration. These am called votive 
days and are always the same. Besides, the 
Chureh assigns an office and Holy Mass to one 
or more saints éach day.
